The  Fort  Wayne  Redevelopment  Commission  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana, 
met  in  a regularly  scheduled  meeting  at  the  office  of  the  Redevelopment 
Commission,  Room  710,  City-County  Building,  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  at  7:30 
P.M.,  August  14,  1972,  the  place,  hour  and  date  duly  established  for  the 
holding  of  such  meeting.

The  President  declared  a quorum  present. 

Due  to  the  recent  resignation  of  Mr.  Hassel  Wolfe  as  Executive  Director,  the 
Commissioners  appointed  Mr.  James  Pfundstein  as  Acting  Director  until  a 
new  Executive  Director  is  appointed. 

The  matter  of  the  budget  of  the  Redevelopment  Commission  for  1973  was 
presented  before  the  Commission,  especially  regarding  the  deletion  there- 
from of  funds  to  provide  legal  and  consulting  services  to  the  Commission  for 
next  years  operations. 

After  considerable  discussion,  it  was  decided  that  those  Commissioners  who 
could  so  arrange  their  time  would  try  to  be  in  attendance  when  the  budget 
hearings  take  place. 

HANNA  -CREIGHTON 


Representatives  of  the  Central  City  Civic  Investment  Corporation  were  to  have 


been  in  attendance  at  the  meeting  with  a progress  report  on  their  activities, 
however,  no  one  from  that  organization  appeared. 

The  Acting  Director  made  the  Commission  aware  of  a time  schedule  imposed 
by  HUD  delineating  their  timing  for  closing  out  projects  IND  R-51  and  IND  R-52. 

Considering  the  above-mentioned  HUD  imposed  schedule  which  puts  a time 
limit  on  Project  activities  and  because  no  apparent  progress  has  been  made  by 
CCCIC,  it  was  decided  after  considerable  discussion  that  a letter  should  be 
directed  to  the  officers  and  interested  parties  of  CCCIC  and  to  thier  attorney 
to  the  effect  that  CCCIC  should  appear  at  the  September  Commission  meeting 
with  definite  plans  of  action  or  the  Commission  would  find  it  necessary  to  declare 
their  agreement  with  them  in  default  and  would  have  to  readvertise  the  land 
in  order  to  sell  it.  It  was  agreed  by  all  present  that  CCCIC  should  be  given 
every  remaining  opportunity  to  take  down  the  land,  but  the  understanding 
should  exist  that  the  Commission  also  has  conditions  that  it  must  meet. 

A motion  was  made  by  Commissioner  Lehman  and  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Eckrich  that  the  Commission's  attorney  should  prepare  a letter  outling  the  fore- 
going and  send  to  CCCIC  members.

The  President  thereupon  declared  said  motion  carried. 

The  weed  situation  in  the  Hanna-Creighton  Project  Area  on  Commission-owned 
land  was  brought  before  the  Commission.  The  Acting  Director  informed 
the  Commission  that  considerable"static"  has  come  from  the  Board  of  Works 
on  this  matter  and  that  bids  from  American  Construction  and  Sales  Company,  Inc. 
in  the  amount  of  Three  Hundred  Fifty  Seven  ($357.00)  and  from  Laird  A.  Prentice 
for  Six  Hundred  Forty-Four  ($644. 00)  Dollars  had  been  received  to  mow  the 
weeds.  On  motion  of  Commissioner  Eckrich,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Stith, 
the  lower  of  the  two  bids,  that  of  American  Construction  and  Sales  Company, 

Inc.  was  unanimously  approved  by  the  Commission. 

The  following  Resolution  accepting  the  bid  and  proposal  of  the  McMillen  Foundation 
Inc.  for  the  purchase  of  the  north  half  of  parcel  27  in  the  Hanna-Creighton 
Urban  Renewal  Project,  Ind.  R-51,  and  authorizing  the  execution  of  a contract 
for  the  sale  of  land  for  private  development  was  introduced: 

RESOLUTION  OF  THE  REDEVELOPMENT  COMMISSION,  GOVERNING 
BODY  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  DEPARTMENT  OF  REDEVELOP- 
MENT, ACCEPTING  THE  BID  AND  PROPOSAL  OF  THE  MC  MILLEN 
FOUNDATION,  INC.,  A NOT-FOR-PROFIT  CORPORATION,  FOR  THE 
PURCHASE  OF  THE  NORTH  HALF  OF  PARCEL  27  IN  HANNA-CREIGHTON 
URBAN  RENEWAL  PROJECT  NO.  IND.  R-51  AND  AUTHORIZING  THE 
EXECUTION  OF  A CONTRACT  FOR  THE  SALE  OF  LAND  FOR  PRIVATE 
DEVELOPMENT 


WHEREAS,  heretofore  by  resolution  passed  on  the  16th  day  of  August, 

1971,  the  Fort  Wayne  Redevelopment  Commission  fixed  certain  "Land  Disposal 
Procedures"  relating  to  the  disposition  of  certain  real  estate  located  within 
the  Project  Area  of  the  Hanna-Creighton  Urban  Renewal  Project  No.  Ind.  R-51, 
a copy  of  which  "Land  Disposal  Procedures"  is  attached  hereto,  marked  "Exhibit  A" 


and  by  this  reference  made  a part  of  this  Resolution,  and 

WHEREAS,  heretofore  on  the  11th  day  of  January,  1972,  the  Commission 
caused  notice  of  the  sale  of  real  estate  described  in  Exhibit  "A"  to  be  duly 
published,  and 

WHEREAS,  no  bids  were  received  on  said  real  estate  hereinabove 
referred  to  as  a result  of  said  notice  of  sale;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  May  2,  1972,  the  McMillen  Foundation,  Inc.,  a Not-for- 
Profit  Corporation,  duly  submitted  to  the  Commission  its  Bid  and  Proposal, 
which  is  attached  hereto,  marked  Exhibit  "B"  and  by  this  reference  made  a 
part  of  this  Resolution,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Commission,  having  duly  considered  said  Bid  of  the 
McMillen  Foundation,  Inc.  a Not-for-Profit  Corporation  has  determined 
that  such  bid  would  further  the  redevelopment  plan  and  that  acceptance  of  such 
Bid  is  in  accordance  with  said  "Land  Disposal  Procedures"  and  that  the 
McMillen  Foundation,  a Not-for-Profit  Corporation,  possesses  the  qualifications 
and  financial  resources  necessary  to  acquire  and  develop  the  land  in  accordance 
with  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  has 
concurred  in  this  negotiated  sale  of  this  parcel,  and 

WHEREAS,  requirements  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  relating  to  the  publication  of  notice  of  information  on  a proposal 
to  dispose  of  Project  real  estate  have  been  compiled  with  and  the  statement 
of  the  McMillen  Foundation,  a Not-for-Profit  Corporation,  for  public 
disclosure  has  been  complied  with  and  the  statement  of  the  McMillen  Foundation, 
a Not-for-Profit  Corporation,  for  public  disclosure  has  been  made  available 
to  the  public,  and 

WHEREAS,  said  Bid  and  Proposal  of  the  McMillen  Foundation,  Inc., 
a Not-for-Profit  Corporation  should  be  accepted. 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED,  by  the  Fort  Wayne  Redevelopment 
Commission,  Governing  Body  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Department  of 
Redevelopment,  that: 

1.  The  acceptance  of  the  Bid  of  the  McMillen  Foundation,  Inc.,  a Not- 
for-Profit  Corporation,  the  same  being  Exhibit  "B"  attached  hereto,  is  in 
accordance  with  the  "Land  Disposal  Procedures"  heretofore  fixed  by  the  Commission 
and  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  "A". 

2.  The  McMillen  Foundation,  a Not-for-Profit  Corporation,  possesses 
the  qualifications  and  financial  resources  necessary  to  acquire  and  develop 
said  land  in  accordance  with  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan. 

3.  The  Bid  and  Proposal  of  the  McMillen  Foundation,  a Not-for-Profit 
Corporation,  for  the  purchase  and  redevelopment  of  the  real  estate  described 
therein  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  accepted. 

4.  The  Vice-President  and  Secretary  of  this  Commission  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  sign  and  execute  the  acceptance  of  said  Bid,  which 
form  of  acceptance  is  endorsed  thereon. 

5.  The  Staff  of  the  Commission  is  directed  to  notify  the  McMillen 
Foundation,  a Not-for-Profit  Corporation,  in  writing,  of  the  acceptance  of  its 
said  Bid  and  to  direct  said  McMillen  Foundation,  within  twenty  (20)  days  of 
such  notice  to  execute  the  Contract  providing  for  the  sale  of  such  real  estate 
set  forth  in  the  "Land  Disposal  Procedures"  contained  in  Exhibit  "A"  attached 
hereto. 


6.  The  Vice-President  and  Secretary  of  the  Commission  are  authorized 
and  directed  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Department  of 
Redevelopment,  acting  by  and  through  the  Fort  Wayne  Redevelopment  Commission, 
to  execute  the  Contract  for  Sale  of  Land  for  Private  Development  hereinbefore 
referred  to. 

President  Borgmann  announced  his  desire  to  abstain  from  participation  in  this 
matter  and  Vice-President  Eckrich  assumed  the  charr. 

Commissioner  Lehman  moved  that  the  foregoing  Resolution  be  adopted  as 
introduced,  which  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.  Hana  Stith.

HARMAR  STREET  SITE  : 

The  President  of  the  Commission,  Mr.  Borgmann,  informed  the  other  Commissioners 
that  the  City  administration  was  desirous  of  proceeding  as  rapidly  as  possible 
in  undertaking  the  Harmar  Street  Project  on  a locally-funded  basis.  This  site 
is  a one  square  block  area  bounded  on  the  East  by  Harmar  Street,  on  the  North  by 
E.  Wayne  Street,  on  the  West  by  Francis  Street  and  on  the  South  by  E.  Washington 
Boulevard. 

It  was  reported  to  the  Commission  that  out  of  six  Real  Estate  Appraisers  contacted 
and  requested  to  place  a fee  estimate  for  appraising  sixteen  (16)  parcels  of 
Real  Estate  within  the  area,  three  had  answered  affirmatively  with  the  following 
estimated  fees.: 

Edwin  C.  Knake  $825.00 

Timothy  J.  Boyce  $2,050.00 

James  E.  Harding  $3,600.00 

It  was  pointed  out  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  arrive  at  an  average  figure  of 
two  (2)  appraisals  before  a Resolution  adopting  the  project  could  be  passed  by 
the  Commission.

HANNA -CREIGHTON 


Several  members  of  the  Central  City  Civic  Investment  Corporation  were  in 
attendance  to  report  on  the  recent  activities  of  their  organization.  Their  attorney, 
Mr.  Phillip  Burt,  stated  that  they  have  taken  a new  approach  in  the  matter  in 
that  they  have  formed  a new  orporation  known  as  Central  City  Civic  Super 
Market,  Inc.  This  concern  has  as  its  nucleous  three  stockholders  representing 
close  to  thirty-five  years  of  marketing  experience  who  will  then  lease  from 
Central  City  Civic  Investment  Corporation,  20,  000  square  feet  of  space  for 
$2.27  per  square  foot,  plus  .15  per  square  foot  for  common  area  maintainance 
and  a percentage  of  profit  over  a certain  figure  after  beginning  ofcperations . 


At  this  point,  the  CCCIC  has  engaged  Larry  Smith  and  Company  of  New 
York,  New  York  to  conduct  a feasability  study  and  market  survey  and  they  also 
are  soliciting  advise  and  guidance  from  the  International  Council  of  Shopping 
Centers  and  hope  to  be  the  beneficiaries  of  advise  and  expertise,  in  an 
advisory  capacity,  from  a large,  local  grocery  wholesaler. 

The  holding  company.  Central  City  Civic  Investment  Corporation  and  the 
new  corporation,  Central  City  Civic  Super  Markets,  Inc.  will  work  with  the 
Small  Business  Administration  on  such  matters  as  lease  guarantee,  advise,  etc. 

Mr.  Haywood  Babb  of  CCCIC  stated  that  the  people  who  are  to  conduct  the 
feasibility  study  and  market  survey  will  be  in  town  to  begin  this  operation  about 
October  1,  1972. 

Mr.  William  Borgmann,  Commission  President,  informed  the  CCCIC  members 
that  any  and  all  information  that  the  Commission  staff  can  provide  coule  be 
made  available  to  the  CCCIC  if  it  would  be  helpful  to  them. 

After  considerable  discussion,  it  was  decided  that  the  CCCIC  seemed  to  be 
proceeding  in  the  right  direction,  but  that  the  Commissioners  should  expect 
another  progress  report  at  the  October  9,  1972  regularly  scheduled  Commission 
meeting. 

When  conveyance  of  real  estate  was  made  on  the  28th  day  of  August,  1970  to  the 
Fort  Wayne  Community  Schools,  certain  real  estate  was  excepted  from  that 
conveyance  because,  at  the  time,  the  Commission  did  not  hold  clear  title  to  this 
excepted  real  estate.  This  matter  has  now  been  resolved  and  the  subject  land 
is  now  ready  for  conveyance  and  the  following  Resolution  was  introduced:

RESOLUTION  CONFIRMING  EXECUTION  AND 
DELIVERY  OF  CONVEYANCE 


WHEREAS,  on  the  28th  day  of  August,  1970,  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
Department  of  Redevelopment,  conveyed  real  estate  to  Fort  Wayne  Community 
Schools  by  deed,  which  deed  was  recorded  on  August  31,  1970,  as  Document 
Number  70-13964  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of  Allen  County,  Indiana;  and 
WHEREAS,  said  deed  of  conveyance  referenced  above  excepted 
certain  real  estate  therefrom,  said  real  estate  being  more  particularly 
described  as  follows: 

The  South  26  1/2  feet  of  the  West  102  1/2  feet  of  Lot  Number 

60  Greene's  Addition  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  according  to 

the  recorded  plat  thereof,  in  Deed  Record  58,  page  432,  which 

real  estate  is  located  entirely  within  Lot  Number  2 5,  Hanna-Creighton 

Subdivision  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  Section  II,  according 

to  the  Plat  thereof  recorded  in  Plat  Book  31  at  pages  88-90  in 

the  office  of  the  Recorder  of  Allen  County,  Indiana 

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Department  of  Redevelopment  has 
now  acquired  title  to  the  real  estate  above  described  and  the  Fort  Wayne 
Community  Schools  desires  to  take  title  to  said  real  estate  and  has  tendered

the  purchase  price  of  Three  Hundred  Twenty-Three  Dollars  ($323.00)  as  full 
payment  for  the  real  estate  above  described: 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  President  and 
Secretary  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Redevelopment  Commission,  governing  body  of 
the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Department  of  Redevelopment,  are  authorized  to 
execute  and  deliver  a deed  covering  the  real  estate  above  described  to 
Fort  Wayne  Community  Schools,  and  receive  the  sum  of  Three  Hundred 
Twenty-Three  Dollars  ($323.00)  from  Fort  Wayne  Community  Schools, 
which  sum  represents  the  balance  of  the  purchase  price  of  Fifty-One  Thousand 
One  Hundred  Sixty-Seven  Dollars  ($51,  167. 00)  not  previously  paid  by  Fort 
Wayne  Community  Schools  on  August  28,  1970.

MAIN  STREET 


Some  discussion  regarding  the  present  status  of  the  Fine  Arts  Center  took  place. 

It  was  revealed  that  the  center  had  requested  that  inasmuch  as  they  considered 
the  autos  parked  in  front  of  their  building  as  detracting  from  the  building's 
appearance,  they  would  like  to  have  them  removed.  This  land  is  leased  for 
parking  purposes  to  the  Main  Self-Park  Corporation  and  the  Commission  receives 
an  income  therefrom.  It  was  suggested  that  the  best  course  of  action  for  the 
Center  was  to  purchase  the  land,  but  barring  this  possibility,  perhaps  the  Center 
could  lease  the  land  fronting  the  building  and  Commission-owned  for  an  approximation 
of  the  amount  of  average  monthly  rental  derived  from  the  Main  Self-Park  Corp. 
and  the  Main  Self-Park  could  be  moved  to  an  area  east  of  the  Fine  Arts  owned 
property  along  Lafayette  Street. 

The  subject  of  donation  of  the  remaining  land  to  the  Fine  Arts  Center  was 
discussed,  but  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission's  Attorney,  Mr.  John  Clifton, 
this  cannot  be  done  in  accordance  with  HUD's  regulations. 

OTHER  BUSINESS 


The  subject  of  the  Neighborhood  Development  Program  was  brought  before  the 
Commission.  At  this  early  date,  it  had  not  been  possible  to  provide  all  Commission

members  with  copies  of  the  NDP  application,  so  it  was  agreed  that  passage  of 
any  Resolutions  would  be  postponed  until  copies  of  the  application  could  be  placed 
into  the  hands  of  the  Commissioners,  and  that  the  Commissioners  would  then 
be  in  a better  position  to  adopt  the  necessary  Resolution  at  the  joint  meeting 
with  the  Common  Council,  City  of  Fort  Wayne  and  the  City  Plan  Commission 
to  take  place  at  7:30  P.M.,  September  14,  1972  to  be  hald  in  the  Common  Council 
Chambers,  Room  126,  City-County  Building  and  at  that  time,  the  Resolution 
could  be  adopted  concurrently  with  the  Resolutions  of  the  Common  Council  and 
the  City  Plan  Commission.

Mr.  John  Nuckols,  President  of  the  Common  Council  opened  the  joint  meeting 
and  called  upon  the  Redevelopment  Commission  President,  Mr.  William  Borgmann, 
for  his  comments  upon  the  Commission's  feelings  regarding  the  adoption  of  a 
Resolution  to  make  application  for  financial  assistance  provided  by  Title  I of 
the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  to  commence  a Neighborhood  Development 
Program  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne.

WHEREAS,  it  is  necessary  and  in  the  public  interest  that  the  City  of

assistance  provided  by  Title  I of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  to 
commence  a Neighborhood  Development  Program  in  the  urban  renewal  area(s) 
described  on  Annex  No.  1,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Program";  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  recognized  that  the  Federal  contract  for  such  financial 
assistance  pursuant  to  said  Title  I will  impose  certain  obligations  and  responsibilitie 
upon  the  Local  Public  Agency  and  will  require  among  other  things,  (1)  the 
provision  of  local  grants-in-aid;  (2)  a feasible  method  for  the  relocation  of 
individuals  and  families  displaced  from  the  urban  renewal  area(s)  comprising 
the  Program;  and  (3)  other  local  obligations  and  responsibilites  in  connection

WHEREAS,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964  prohibits  discrimination 
on  the  basis  of  race,  color  or  national  origin  under  any  program  or  activity 
receiving  Federal  financial  assistance  and  Executive  Order  11063  prohibits 
discrimination  on  the  basis  of  race,  color,  creed  or  national  origin  in  the 
sale,  lease,  or  other  disposition  of  residential  property  (including  land  intended 
for  residential  use)  or  in  the  use  or  occupancy  thereof;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  those  areas  where  clearance  is  proposed,  the  objectives 
of  the  Program  cannot  be  achieved  through  more  extensive  rehabilitation  of 
the  urban  renewal  area(s)  comprising  the  Program. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  REDEVELOPMENT  COMMISSION

said  right-of-way  line  to  the  Northerly  right-of-way  line  of  Maumee  Avenue; 
thence  easterly  along  said  right-of-way  line  to  the  east  right-of-way  line  of  Ohio 
Street;  thence  south  along  said  right-of-way  line  to  the  south  right-of-way  line 
of  the  first  alley  south  of  Lewis  Street;  thence  west  along  said  right-of-way 
line  to  a point  230  feet  more  or  less  west  of  the  west  right-of-way  line  of  Chute 
Street;  thence  south  along  a line  parallel  to  Chute  Street  to  the  south  right-of-way 
line  of  Hugh  Street;  thence  west  along  said  right-of-way  line  to  the  west  right- 
of-way  line  of  Gay  Street;  thence  north  along  said  right -ofw^ay  line  of  the 
first  alley  south  of  Lewis  Street;  thence  west  along  said  right-of-way  line  to 
the  west  right-of-way  line  of  Lafayette  Street;  thence  north  along  said  right-of-way 
line  to  the  north  right-of-way  line  of  Main  Street,  which  is  the  point  of  beginning. 


West  Central  Renewal  Area  (NDP  Area  No.  2) 


Beginning  at  a point  formed  by  the  intersection  of  the  north  right-of-way 

line  of  Berry  Street  and  the  east  right-of-way  line  of  Fulton  Street;  thence 

south  along  the  east  right-of-way  line  of  Fulton  Street  to  the  north  right-of-way 

line  of  Jefferson  Street;  thence  east  along  said  right-of-way  line  to  the  east 

right-of-way  line  to  the  south  right-of-way  line  of  Baker  Street;  thence  west 

along  said  right-of-way  line  for  a distance  of  20  feet  more  or  less  to  a point;

if  extended,  to  the  Penn  Central  Railroad  track;  thence  west  along  said  track 

to  the  centerline  of  Swinney  Park  Place;  thence  north  along  said  centerline  to 

the  northerly  right-of-way  line  of  Jefferson  Street;  thence  northeasterly  along 

said  right-of-way  line  to  the  west  right-of-way  line  of  Garden  Street;  thence 

north  for  a distance  of  75  feet  more  or  less  to  a point;  thence  west  along  a line 

perpendicular  to  Garden  Street  for  a distance  of  220  feet  more  or  less  to  a point; 

thence  north  along  a line  to  a point  on  the  south  right-of-way  line  of  Washington 

Street,  said  point  being  165  feet  more  or  less  west  of  the  west  right-of-way 

line  of  Garden  Street;  thence  north  along  a line  to  the  center  of  the  St.  Mary's 

River;  thence  northeasterly  along  said  center  to  the  northerly  right-of-way  line 

of  VanBuren  Street;  thence  south  along  said  right-of-way  line  to  the  north  right- 

of-way  line  of  Berry  Street;  thence  east  along  said  right-of-way  line  to  the 

east  right-of-way  line  of  Fulton  Street,  which  is  the  point  of  beginning.

Due  to  the  absence  of  both  the  President  and  the  Vice-President,  Commissioner 
Lehman  assumed  the  chair  by  mutual  consent  of  the  Commissioners  present,  and 
upon  roll  call,  the  following  answered  present:

Acting  President  Lehman  declared  a quorum  present. 

HANNA -CREIG  HTON 

Fred  Adams  and  Galen  Babb,  representing  the  Central  City  Civic  Investment 
Corporation  reported  that  their  organization  continues  to  explore  all  possibilities 
in  order  to  successfully  implement  their  plans  for  a shopping  center  in  the  Hanna- 
Creighton  Project  area.  They  have  been  in  close  contact  with  a large  grocery 
wholesaler  in  the  City,  which  has  indicated  to  them  that  they  might  consider 
leasing  from  CCCIC,  stocking  and  equiping  the  building,  and  lending  advice  and 
assistance  operational  wise,  and  then  would  sublet  the  super  market  facilities 
to  Central  City  Civic  Supermarket,  Inc.,  who  would  be  the  actual  business 
operators . 

Mr.  Adams  and  Mr.  Babb  stated  they  also  continue  to  explore  the  Small  Business 
Administration  route  and  had  resubmitted  updated  figures  to  SBA  in  late  September. 


In  addition,  they  have  been  in  contact  with  a Cleveland  group  which  has  developed 
a successful  shopping  center  in  that  City  and  who  have  stated  that  they  could 
assist  CCCIC  in  locating  a AAA-1  tenant  on  a long  term  lease  guarantee. 

Mr.  Adams  and  Mr.  Babb  claim  that  they  have  several  smaller  concerns  lined 
up  who  would  be  interested  in  the  area  as  owners  if  a large  firm  such  as  a 
grocery  or  dry  goods  chain  should  establish  there.  They  also  stated  that  a New 
York  City  firm  who  was  to  have  started  a feasibility  and  market  survey  has  not 
as  yet  begun  this  work  for  them. 

Mr.  Adams  and  Mr.  Babb  said  that  they  eventually  hope  to  sell  1,  000  shares  of 
stock  at  $1.  00  per  share  and  then  have  a one-third  stock  split  whereby  area 
residents  could  become  stockholders  in  the  project  and  thereby  these  residents 
would  have  a more  personal  interest  in  the  project's  success. 

At  the  conculsion  of  CCCIC 's  presentation,  the  Commissioners  agreed  that  CCCIC 
should  appear  at  the  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting  on  November  13,  1972 
with  concrete  evidence  as  to  what  course  they  intend  to  follow. 

The  McMillen  Foundation  having  expressed  interest  in  purchasing  Parcel  #27 
in  Project  No.  Ind.  R-51  and  having  signed  an  agreement  to  purchase  to  this  effect, 
the  following  Resolution  was  introduced.

The  Acting  Director  reviewed  with  the  Commissioners  the  proposition  that  had 
been  made  by  NIPSCO  in  that  if  the  Commission  would  agree  to  curb  the  three 
existing  openings  in  the  already  existing  curb  line  on  the  west  side  of  Lafayette 
Street  where  driveways  and  a now  vacated  alley  had  been,  NIPSCO  would  then, 
at  their  expense,  clean  out  debris  between  the  new  sidewalk  and  the  curb, 
put  in  new  dirt  and  seed  the  area.  NIPSCO  will  not  do  this  with  the  curb  breaks 
as  they  now  exist  becuase  the  new  dirt  would  wash  out.  Inasmuch  as  the  curb 
breaks  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Commission,  being  all  Commission  owned 
land,  NIPSCO' s proposition  was  brought  before  the  commission  for  its 
consideration.

A brief  project  report  on  the  Fine  Arts  Foundation  was  made  to  the  Commissioners 
by  the  Acting  Executive  Director,  including  the  arrangements  made  with  Main 


Self-Park  and  the  latter's  agreement  to  vacate  the  premises  under  contract  to 
Fine  Arts,  immediately  upon  Fine  Arts  buying  the  land  upon  which  Main  Self- 
Park  is  operating  parking  facilities.  It  was  unanimously  agreed  by  the 
Commissioners  that  in  order  to  proceed  with  any  improvements  in  the  land  that 
they  now  have  under  contract  with  the  Commission,  the  Fine  Arts  Foundation 
would  have  to  purchase  all  of  the  land.

The  Commission,  will,  on  a locally  funded  basis,  enter  into  a project  to  be 
known  as  the  Harmar  Street  Site.  In  order  to  adopt  a declaratory  resolution 
to  undertake  this  project,  it  is  necessary  to  arrive  at  a land  value  of  the 
property  involved.  Two  realtors  to  appraise  the  properties  in  the  Harmar  Street 
site  had  already  been  selected.  The  following  Resolution  approving  entering  into 
an  agreement  with  these  selected  realtors  was  introduced:

renewal  plan;  also  a list  of  the  owners  of  the  various  parcels  of  property  proposed 
to  be  acquired,  all  of  which  appropriately  identified  by  numbers  on  file  this  date 
with  the  Commission;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Commission  has  caused  a separate  appraisal  to  be  made  by 
two  independent  appraisers  of  the  fair  value  of  each  of  the  parcels  of  property  to 
be  acquired,  which  appraisals  were  heretofore  filed  with  the  Commission,  and  the 
Commission  now  finds  that  the  estimated  cost  of  acquiring  the  property  in  the 
blighted,  deteriorated  and  deteriorating  area  hereinafter  described,  determined 
by  taking  the  average  of  the  two  appraisals,  is  Seventy-Five  Thousand  Four  Hundred 
Fifty  One  Dollars  ($75,  451.

pages  and  5 exhibits  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  approved.

Mr.  Fred  Adams  and  Mr.  Galen  Babb  again  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  Central 
City  Civic  Investment  Corporation  and  stated  that  they  continue  negotiations 
with  Management  Systems,  Inc.  of  Cleveland,  Ohio  and  that  they  expect  a 
contract  to  be  submitted  almost  daily  for  their  consideration.  The  added 
that  at  present  the  biggest  determination  to  be  made  is  whether  to  erect  a 
mall  type  or  strip  type  structure,  but  that  they  will  be  governed  in  this  matter 
by  economic  feasability.  They  informed  the  Commission  that  their 
satellite  tenants  are  pretty  well  assured,  but  so  far  the  Management  Systems 
has  given  them  no  indication  as  to  who  the  prime  tenant  will  be  although 
a guarantee  has  been  given  that  a large  concern  will  enter  into  a long  term 
lease  agreement.  Mr.  Babb  and  Mr.  Adams  stated  they  will  continue  to 
make  any  new  developments  immediately  known  to  the  Commission. 

In  regards  to  the  unsold  industrial  land  in  the  Hanna-Creighton  Project,  it  was 
decided  that  said  land  should  be  placed  into  the  hands  of  industrial  realtors  for 
disposition.  Commissioner  Rood  offered  to  contact  some  local  real  estate 
experts  for  their  advice  on  the  best  method  of  procedure  and  to  pass  the 
information  on  to  the  Acting  Dirctor  for  further  action.

The  Fort  Wayne  Redevelopment  Commission  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana 
met  in  a regularly  scheduled  meeting  at  the  office  of  the  Redevelopment  Commission, 
Room  710,  City-County  Building,  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  at  7:30  P.M.,  February  12, 
1973,  the  place,  hour  and  date  duly  established  for  the  holding  of  such  meeting. 

The  President  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  after  ascertaining  that  three  members 
of  the  Commission  were  present,  declared  the  meeting  had  a quorum  at  7:56  P.  M. 

APPROVAL  OF  MINUTES  OF  January  8,  1973 

Upon  a motion  by  Hana  Stith,  seconded  by  Jackson  Lehman,  with  unanimous  approval 
by  the  Commission  members,  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  January  8,  1973  were 
approved. 

APPROVALS  OF  VOUCHERS 

Upon  a motion  by  Jackson  Lehman,  seconded  by  Hana  Stith,  with  unanimous 
approval  by  the  Commission  members,  the  vouchers  were  approved  as  submitted 
on  the  agenda,  dated  February  13,  1973. 

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR 

The  Executive  Director  explained  the  monthly  financial  statement  presented  to  the 
Commission.  This  is  a new  form  used  to  coincide  with  those  used  by  the  Controller's 
office.  It  was  suggested  by  Mr.  Caruso  that  these  monthly  statements  be  sent  to 
the  Commissioners  with  an  agenda  for  the  regular  meeting  each  month,  but  that  they 
not  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  Commission  action,  since  a review  by  the  members 
was  almost  impossible  unless  other  financial  information  was  present.  All  members 
of  the  Commission  present  approved  this  suggestion. 

Status  of  the  NDP  Application:  The  Executive  Director  stated  that  he  had  been  in 
Indianapolis  earlier  this  date  and  that  the  area  office  of  the  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  stated  that  the  application  for  the  NDP  and  the  Workable 
Program,  both  of  which  are  pending,  are  scheduled  to  be  approved  within  a short 
period  of  time.  It  was  noted,  however,  that  even  if  the  application  is  approved.

the  funding  of  the  program  must  be  approved  by  HUD.  Officials  at  HUD  stated 
that  if  agreement  is  reached  for  funding  for  one  year,  it  is  possible  that  funds  for 
the  second  and  subsequent  years  will  be  at  a reduced  level,  if  any  at  all. 

Closeout  of  Conventional  Renewal  Programs  : The  Executive  Director  reported  that 
HUD  is  pressing  for  closeouts  of  the  two  conventional  Urban  Renewal  Projects 
as  quickly  as  possible.  At  the  present  time,  they  have  set  a deadline  for  the 
closeout  of  the  Main  Street  Project  as  of  February  22,  1973  and  the  Hanna-Creighton 
Project  as  of  June  1,  1973.  It  was  explained  that  due  to  technical  items  on  the  Main 
Street  Project,  it  may  be  necessary  to  call  a special  meeting  for  Commission 
approval  of  these  matters. 

Status  of  the  Harmar  Street  Project:  The  Executive  Director  reported  that  this 

local  project  is  at  the  stage  where  the  Declaratory  Resolution  has  been  approved  by 
the  City  Plan  and  that  a draft  of  a Common  Council  Resolution  has  been  prepared 
and  will  be  sent  to  the  Council  for  approval.  As  soon  as  the  Council  approves 
the  Resolution,  the  notice  can  then  be  advertised  in  the  local  newspapers  and  the 
public  hearing  on  the  Project  can  then  be  held.  This  is  a one-block  area  in  the 
East  Central  Neighborhood.  Mr.  Caruso  reported  that  he  has  had  discussions  with 
Dr.  Petro  of  the  Housing  Authority  regarding  development  of  the  area.  Dr.  Petro 
stated  that  he  has  received  approval  of  his  feasibility  application  for  construction 
purposes.  He  noted  that  notification  to  the  Commission  would  be  forthcoming 
once  Council  action  was  taken. 

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  he  will  be  reporting  to  the  Commission  within 
the  next  two  weeks,  probably  at  the  special  meeting  to  be  called,  to  outline  the 
future  renewal  activity  in  the  City. 

Main  Street  Appraisals:  The  Executive  Director  reported  that  the  new  appraisals 
for  reuse  of  Parcel  4 have  been  ordered  as  directed  by  HUD.  One  of  the  appraisals 
is  completed  with  the  other  one  scheduled  for  the  next  few  days.  After  receiving 
same,  they  will  be  forwarded  to  HUD  for  their  approval.  When  approval  has  been 
received,  we  will  then  be  able  to  proceed  with  the  disposition  of  Parcel  4 to  the  City. 

Administrative  Items:  The  Executive  Director  suggested  the  Commission  give 
some  consideration  to  changing  the  meeting  room  of  the  Commission.  This 
could  be  done  by  a revision  of  the  by-laws.  The  Commission  members  present 
were  in  agreement. 

The  Executive  Director  suggested  that  all  bills  in  the  amounts  from  $1.  00  to  $500.  00 
need  not  be  approved  by  the  Commission  prior  to  payment.  After  some  discussion, 
the  Commissioners  agreed  that  routine  bills  for  services  normally  used  need  not 
be  approved  before  payment,  but  that  any  bills  for  unusual  items  are  to  be  presented 
to  the  Commission  before  payment  regardless  of  the  amount. 

OLD  BUSINESS 


The  Executive  Director  reported  that  HUD  was  concerned  about  closing  out  the 
Hanna-Creighton  Project  and  about  the  status  of  the  disposition  of  the  land  to  the 
Central  City  Civic  Investment  Corporation,  Parcels  19  through  23.  The  President 
called  upon  representatives  of  the  CCCIC,  Fred  Adams  and  Galen  Babb,  to  give 
a report  on  their  progress  at  this  time. 

The  representatives  of  CCCIC  stated  that  the  architects  had  drawn  plans  for  the 
mall  and  that  a slide  presentation  of  these  plans  would  be  shown  at  7:00  P.M., 
Friday,  February  16,  1973  at  the  Union  Baptist  Church,  2200  Smith  Street  to 
the  members  of  the  CCCIC  and  representatives  of  Lincoln  Nation  Bank, 
possible  interim  financers,  and  Lincoln  Nation  Life  Insurance  Company,  possible 


long-term  financers.  They  stated  that  the  Lincoln  National  Life  Insurance  Company 
had  requested  that  all  tenants  must  give  financial  statements  and  be  acceptable  to 
their  firm  before  they  would  give  conditional  commitment.  Mr.  Babb  stated 
that  they  now  have  52%  of  Triple  A tenants  and  Lincoln  Life  would  require  60% 
Triple-A  tenants. 

Mr.  Adams  and  Mr.  Babb  stated  that  the  architect  would  have  the  cost  breakdown 
on  square  footage  of  the  mall  and  that  if  financing  is  approved,  construction  would 
begin  the  first  of  April.  They  further  stated  that  the  contract  with  Management 
Systems,  Inc.  had  not  been  finalized.  CCCIC  was  checking  on  their  rating.  They 
had  not  received  any  information  on  the  firm  from  Dun  and  Bradstreet.  They  were 
told  the  firm  works  under  the  guidelines  of  Urban  Affairs. 

Mr.  Adams  and  Mr.  Babb  invited  all  members  of  the  Commission  who  could  attend 
to  be  at  the  slide  showing  on  Friday. 

The  President  stated  that  the  Commission  will  continue  to  do  anything  to  help 
the  CCCIC,  but  that  a decision  will  be  made  in  the  near  future  as  to  the  final 
deadline  for  take-down  of  the  land. 

NEW  BUSINESS 


The  Commissioners  discussed  the  best  time  for  special  meetings  if  the  need  for 
same  arises.  It  was  decided  that  the  Commissioners  could  be  presenLat  4:00 
in  the  afternoon  on  any  day  of  the  week  for  such  meetings. 

The  Commissioners  requested  the  Executive  Director  to  notify  the  members  of  the 
press  whenever  a regular  meeting  or  special  meeting  was  called.  It  was  decided 
that  an  agenda  would  be  sent  to  the  press  for  each  meeting. 

Resolution  No.  73-2:  Resolution  approving  Amendment  No.  4 for  Contract  for 
Professional  and  Technical  Services 

It  was  explained  by  the  Executive  Director  that  this  amendment  covers  work  that  they 
have  completed  in  connection  with  underground  utility  work  in  the  Main  Street  Project. 

A motion  was  made  by  Commissioner  Lehman  and  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Stith  that  the  Resolution  be  adopted.  After  roll  call,  the  motion  was  passed 
unanimously,  and  the  President  declared  the  Resolution  adopted  as  introduced  and  read. 

Resolution  No.  73-3  Resolution  authorizing  the  President  of  the  Fort  Wayne 
Redevelopment  Commission  to  Execute  a Listing  Contract  in  Connection  with  the 
Disposition  of  Parcels  within  the  Hanna-Creighton  Project  Ind.  R-51 

It  was  explained  that  this  contract  covers  listing  of  properties  in  the  Hanna-Creighton 
Project  for  a period  of  90  days  with  N.  B.  Knapke,  Inc.  at  a 5%  rate  of  commission 
on  properties  sold. 

After  discussion  of  the  resolution.  Commissioner  Lehman  made  a motion  that 

the  Resolution  be  adopted.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Stith 

and  after  roll  call,  the  motion  carried.  The  President  declared  said  Resolution  adopted.

The  President  declared  a quorum  present. 


The  President  noted  that  this  meeting  was  convened  pursuant  to  a duly 
dated  and  signed  Notice  of  Special  Meeting  which  was  mailed  each  member 
in  due  time  and  manner  as  required  by  law. 

It  was  also  noted  that  due  to  previous  commitment,  the  meeting  which  had 
been  scheduled  for  the  conference  room  of  the  7th  floor.  Room  720,  was 
moved  to  the  Mayor's  conference  room  on  the  9th  floor  of  the  City-County 
Building. 

Review  and  Discussion  of  the  Pending  NDP  Application  and  the  New  Require- 
ments per  HUD 


The  Executive  Director,  Mr.  Anthony  M.  Caruso,  explained  the  plans  for  the 
NDP  areas  and  why  they  were  done  in  such  a short  period  of  time  without 
citizen  participation.  In  the  original  application  to  HUD  filed  in  September, 

1972,  the  City  would  have  90  days  after  approval  of  the  application  to  submit 
an  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  NDP  areas.  The  Redevelopment  Commission 
was  advised  that  they  must  have  a completed  Plan  submitted  to  HUD  by  March 
1st,  along  with  other  restrictions  and  limitations  put  upon  the  City  by  HUD. 

This  information  was  given  to  the  Commission  two  weeks  prior  to  the  March 
1st  deadline,  and  a Plan  had  to  be  submitted  in  that  short  period  of  time  when 
normally  it  would  take  3-6  months  under  a 701  Planning  Grant.  The  Redevelop- 
ment Commission  and  the  City  completed  a Plan  to  submit  to  HUD  for  the 
following  reasons: 

(1)  To  meet  the  March  1st  deadline  imposed  by  HUD 

(2)  To  "lock  in"  the  money  specifically  earmarked  for  Fort  Wayne 

(3)  To  buy  time  to  go  back  to  the  PAC's  to  get  the  necessary  citizen's 
participation  and  get  it  back  to  HUD  for  approval 

He  further  explained  that  it  may  be  that  what  input  we  get  after  the  March 
1st  deadline  will  change  as  long  as  the  people  in  the  areas  understand  the 
limitations  HUD  has  imposed  upon  the  NDP  program. 

The  Executive  Director  then  reviewed  the  Plan  as  prepared  for  the  East  Central 
and  West  Central  areas. 

A West  Central  resident,  Mrs.  John  Pfinsten,  voiced  her  objections  to  the 
area  selected  by  the  City  for  the  West  Central  Area.  It  was  explained  to  her 
that  this  area  could  be  changed  by  the  West  Central  PAC.  She  objected  to  the 
way  the  area  residents  were  informed  (via  newspaper  articles)  of  the  Plan. 

Mr.  Larry  Smethers,  President  of  the  West  Central  PAC,  noted  that  he  had 
been  notified  of  the  shortness  of  time  by  the  Executive  Director  and  stated 
that  the  West  Central  PAC  did  not  approve  of  the  Plan  as  given,  but  that  he 
understood  why  it  was  being  done  in  this  manner. 

Mr.  Eckrich,  President,  assured  the  residents  that  the  Redevelopment 
Commission  was  not  being  asked  to  approve  the  Plan  and  that  they  would  not 
approve  the  Plan  until  the  area  residents  had  had  their  imput  and  that  the 
Plan  would  be  based  upon  their  desires  and  needs  within  the  guidelines  and 
restrictions  placed  upon  the  Program  by  HUD. 

A Review  and  Discussion  of  the  CCCIC  Situation  in  the  Hanna -Creighton 
Project,  Ind.  R-51 


Mr.  Phil  Burt,  Attorney  for  CCCIC,  presented  to  the  Commission  a copy 
of  a signed  agreement  by  the  major  tenant  in  the  proposed  shopping  center 
showing  that  they  agreed  to  lease  approximately  1/4  of  the  shopping  center 


space.  He  further  stated  they  had  met  this  date  with  Lincoln  Bank,  tentative 
interim  financers,  and  Lincoln  Life  Insurance  Company,  tentative  long 
term  financiers  and  that  both  companies  were  furnishing  them  with  further 
requirements  they  would  need  before  committing  financial  support. 

Mr.  Burt  introduced  Mr.  Raymond  Walker  of  W.  L.  Manggum  Company, 
Architects,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  who  stated  that  his  company  will  now  be  working 
on  preliminary  drawings  for  the  shopping  center. 

Mr.  Burt  further  explained  that  the  bank  wanted  an  updated  survey  regarding 
market  potential  in  the  area,  and  this  was  being  provided. 

The  Lincoln  National  Life  Insurance  Company  must  approve  60%  of  the  tenants 
for  the  shopping  center,  and  Mr.  Burt  assured  the  Commission  that  over  this 
amount  were  "Triple  A"  tenants. 

Mr.  Eckrich,  President,  noted  that  the  Commission  was  pleased  with  the 
progress  made  to  date  by  the  CCCIC,  and  suggested  that  they  keep  the  Commission 
informed  of  progress  made  at  the  next  meeting. 

A Review  of  Status  of  Disposition  Parcels  in  the  Hanna-Creighton  Project, 

Ind.  R - 51 


The  Executive  Director  reported  that  he  had  discussed  with  Mr.  Norb  Knapke, 
Real  Estate  Agent,  the  situation  regarding  the  disposition  of  those  parcels 
in  the  Hanna-Creighton  area  that  had  been  placed  with  him  for  sale.  Mr. 
Knapke  reported  that  he  had  had  contact  with  two  people  who  were  interested 
in  that  area,  to  date,  and  it  was  noted  that  the  emphasis  on  this  area  would  be 
in  "full  swing"  by  Mr.  Knapke1  s firm  on  or  about  March  1st. 

A Review  and  Discussion  of  All  Technical  Items  Pending  on  the  Main  Street 
Project  and  the  Hanna-Creighton  Project  which  are  Necessary  for  Closeout 

Main  Street  Project 


It  was  reported  by  the  Executive  Director  that  two  parcels,  6-14  and  7-5, 
the  site  of  the  old  Fire  Station  and  the  Old  Fort  Park,  respectively, 
remained  to  be  acquired  and  that  he  had  requested  action  by  the  City  Council 
on  this  matter.  It  is  noted  that  HUD  has  approved  the  $89,  000  figure  for  this 
parcel  and  $22,  862  for  irremovables  for  a total  of  $111,  862.  In  addition  to  this, 
the  Old  Fort  Park  Site  has  been  approved  for  acquisition  in  a figure  of  $19,  500 
for  a final  total  of  the  acquisition  prices  for  these  two  parcels  of  $131,  362.00. 
After  action  by  the  City  Council,  the  Commission  could  buy  the  parcels 
thus  completing  acquisition. 

Also  reported  by  the  Director  was  the  disposition  of  Parcel  4,  the  site  of  the 
new  Fire  Station,  to  the  City.  This,  too,  was  to  be  brought  before  the  Council 
on  February  27th,  after  which  the  Commission  could  take  appropriate  action 
at  their  next  meeting  and  thus  complete  the  transaction.  HUD  had  previously 
requested  updated  appraisals  of  this  site,  but  due  to  the  shortness  of  time 
for  closing  out  this  project,  has  given  their  approval  of  the  previous  figure  of 
$109,  751.  80. 

It  was  reported  that  the  Deed  to  Freimann  Park  has  never  been  recorded,  and 
that  the  City  Attorney  was  in  the  process  of  preparing  a new  Deed  to  transfer 
this  land  to  the  City  for  the  purchase  price  of  $1.  00.  This,  too,  will  need 
to  be  completed  at  the  next  meeting. 

The  only  other  item  being  worked  out  is  the  curbs  on  the  East  Side  of  Lafayette 
Street  in  the  Main  Street  Project  Area.  This  has  been  approved  by  the 
Commission  at  a previous  meeting  in  the  amount  of  a little  over  $200,  but 
the  City  has  now  revised  plans  for  redoing  all  curbs  at  a revised  price  of 
$4796.  00.  This  matter  will  be  brought  up  at  a later  meeting. 


Hanna-Creighton  Project 


It  was  reported  by  the  Executive  Director  that  yet  to  be  accomplished  was  the 
acquisition  of  Parcel  8-1B.  The  request  for  concurrence  in  the  acquisition 
price  of  $14,  800  has  been  forwarded  to  HUD  for  their  approval.  It  was  explained 
that  the  $14,  800  was  the  difference  between  the  appraisal  price  of  $24,  400  and 
the  $9,  600  previously  concurred  inand  paid  for  Parcels  8-1A  and  8-1C.  After 
concurrence  is  received  by  HUD,  this  acquisition  can  be  completed. 

Parcels  17  and  18  on  which  the  City  has  their  substation  is  yet  to  be  purchased 
by  them.  This  matter  has  also  been  submitted  to  the  City  Council  and  is  to 
be  passed  on  tomorrow  night.  After  this  has  been  completed,  the  appropriate 
resolutions  will  be  prepared  to  be  presented  to  the  Commission  at  the  next 
meeting .

Resolution  No.  73-4.  Resolution  Providing  for  the  Execution  of  an  Agreement 
Between  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Department  of  Redevelopment  and  the  City  of 
Fort  Wayne . 

Resolution  No.  73-5.  Resolution  Authorizing  Execution  and  Delivery  of 
Conveyance 

It  was  explained  that  these  resolutions  pertain  to  the  sale  of  Parcels  17  and  18 
in  the  Hanna -Creighton  Project,  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  where  their  substation 
has  been  erected.  The  purchase  of  this  property  has  been  approved  by  the 
City  Council  and  closing  will  take  place  this  weel. 

The  motion  for  approval  was  given  by  Mr.  Jack  Lehman  and  seconded  by  Mr. 

Rood.  After  unanimous  approval  of  the  Commissioners  present,  the  motion 
carried  and  the  resolutions  adopted  as  presented.

Resolution  No.  73-6.  Resolution  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Department  of 
Redevelopment  Approving  Site  Improvement  Work  to  be  Completed  in  the 
Main  Street  Project. 

It  was  explained  by  the  Executive  Director  that  this  resolution  covers  the 
sidewalks  and  curbs  on  the  west  side  of  Lafayette  Street.  The  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  has  concurred  in  this  site  improvement. 

The  estimate  given  by  the  City  for  this  work  is  $4,  786. 00. 

Mr.  Henry  Rood  moved  the  resolution  be  adopted,  and  Mr.  Jackson  Lehman 
seconded  the  motion.  After  a unanimous  vote  by  the  Commission  members 
present,  the  motion  carried. 

Resolution  No.  73-7.  Resolution  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Department  of 
Redevelopment  approving  Additional  Expenditures  for  Underground  Electrical 
Work  accomplished  in  the  Main  Street  Project  (IND  R-52). 

It  was  explained  by  the  Executive  Director  that  this  resolution  covers  the 
difference  between  the  amount  previously  approved  by  HUD  and  the  amount 
the  Electrical  Department  stated  the  work  costs  them.  This  additional  amount 
has  now  also  been  concurred  in  by  HUD. 

Mr.  Jackson  Lehman  moved  the  resolution  be  adopted.  Mr.  Henry  Rood  seconded 
the  motion,  and  on  roll  call,  the  motion  carried. 

Resolution  No.  73-8.  Resolution  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Department  of 
Redevelopment  approving  the  Opening  of  a Project  Expenditures  Account  (A -14) 

Resolution  No.  73-9.  Resolution  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Department  of 
Redevelopment  approving  the  Opening  of  a Project  Temporary  Loan  Account  (A -14) 

The  Executive  Director  explained  that  these  resolutions  cover  the  Neighborhood 
Development  Program  monies.  He  stated  than  any  monies  not  needed  in  the 
Temporary  Loan  account  would  be  invested  in  appropriate  investments  and  that 
only  those  funds  needed  for  execution  of  the  project  would  be  kept  in  the  Project 
Expenditures  Account. 

Hana  Stith  made  a motion  that  the  selection  of  the  bank  to  be  used  be  decided 
by  the  Executive  Director.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Jackson  Lehman. 

Upon  a vote  by  the  Commissioners,  the  resolutions  were  adopted  and  the  motion 
made  by  Mrs.  Stith  approved. 

Resolution  No.  73-10  . Resolution  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Department  of 
Redevelopment  Authorizing  Execution  of  a Quit-Claim  Deed  to  Fine  Arts 

It  was  explained  by  the  Executive  Director  that  this  resolution  covers  land 
to  be  conveyed  to  the  Fine  Arts  not  previously  conveyed  in  the  second  take-down 
stage  as  we  did  not  have  title  to  the  land. 

Upon  a motion  by  Jackson  Lehman  and  seconded  by  Hana  Stith  with  unanimous 
approval  of  the  Commissioners  present,  the  resolution  was  passed. 

Resolution  No.  73-11  . Resolution  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Department  of 
Redevelopment,  Providing  for  the  Execution  of  Deed  and  Delivery  of  Conveyance- - 
Parcel  4,  Main  Street  Project. 

The  Executive  Director  explained  that  this  resolution  covers  the  purchase  by  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne  of  the  land  for  the  new  fire  station  in  the  Main  Street  Project. 
The  amount  of  the  sale  of  land  to  the  City  has  been  concurred  in  by  HUD. 

Mr.  Jackson  Lehman  moved  the  resolution  be  adopted.  Mrs.  Hana  Stith  seconded 
the  motion,  and  upon  unanimous  vote  by  the  Commissioners  present,  the  President 
declared  the  resolution  adopted  as  presented. 


Resolution  No.  73-12  . Resolution  Authorizing  Use  of  Proclaimer  for  Minor 
Plan  Change  in  Hanna-Creighton  Project. 

At  the  request  of  the  Executive  Director,  this  resolution  was  tabled  to  be  presented 
at  a later  meeting. 

Resolution  No.  73-13.  Resolution  Authorizing  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Depart- 
ment of  Redevelopment  to  Dedicate  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  22  feet  of  Main 
Street . 

The  Executive  Director  explained  that  this  resolution  covered  the  22  feet 
where  Main  Street  was  widened  during  reconstruction  from  Calhoun  to  Clay 
Streets . 

Mr.  Jackson  Lehman  moved  the  adoption  of  the  Resolution  and  Hana  Stith 
seconded  the  motion.  After  roll  call,  the  President  declared  the  motion 
carried  and  the  Resolution  adopted  as  presented. 

Review  and  Discussion  of  Status  of  CCCIC  . Mr.  Galen  Babb,  representing 
the  Central  City  Civic  Investment  Corporation,  reported  that  all  contracts 
with  respect  to  architects  and  developer  consultants  have  been  signed.  He 
also  stated  they  have  a prospective  theatre  seating  420  persons  interested 
in  leasing  space  in  the  shopping  center. 

He  also  stated  that  the  new  feasibility  study,  which  is  a requirement  of 
the  lending  institutions,  is  being  made  and  should  be  completed  shortly. 

The  architects  are  expected  to  have  the  preliminary  drawings  completed 
within  the  next  30  days.  He  stated  that  some  tenants  are  not  willing  to  sign 
leases  until  they  can  inspect  the  drawings  and  determine  what  location  would 
suit  them. 

Mr.  Babb  stated  that  the  presentation  has  not  been  made  to  the  Lincoln  National 
Life  Insurance  Company  as  yet,  but  that  it  will  be  done  shortly.  They  must 
have  financial  statements  and  letters  of  committment  from  tenants.  As  soon 
as  the  package  is  completed,  it  will  be  presented  to  Lincoln  National  Life 
Insurance  Company. 

Mr.  Rood  questioned  the  length  of  leases  planned.  Mr.  Babb  stated  they  were 
aiming  for  leases  for  tenants  ranging  from  15  to  2 5 years,  with  the  larger 
stores  having  leases  running  for  the  maximum  time. 

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  he  had  an  appointment  with  HUD  to 
discuss  the  R-51  Project,  and  would  find  out  what  would  be  required  by  HUD 
in  respect  to  timing  and  schedule. 

Review  and  Discussion  of  Harmar  Street  Project  . Mr.  Anthony  Caruso, 

Executive  Director,  reported  that  the  Housing  Authority  is  expected  to 

begin  construction  of  16  units  of  the  block  on  the  Eastern  half  within  the  next 

60  days.  However,  at  the  present  time,  the  Housing  Authority  has  no 

proposal  for  the  Western  half  of  the  block.  It  was  suggested  by  Mr.  Caruso 

that  the  Redevelopment  Commission  not  acquire  the  property  in  the  Western 

half  of  the  block  until  such  time  as  the  Housing  Authority  presents  their 

proposal  and  are  ready  for  development.  Commissioner  Stith  stated  that 

she  felt  the  Commission  should  begin  to  acquire  and  demolish  the  properties 

as  soon  as  possible  after  the  public  hearing  as  the  properties  with  the  exception 

of  one  are  in  deplorable  condition.  Mr.  Lehman  stated  that  he  was  under  the 

impression  that  the  Housing  Authority  received  concurrence  to  build  the  sixteen 

units  only  after  the  Redevelopment  Commission  had  agreed  to  clear  the  remainder  of  the 

block  for  redevelopment. 

The  Commissioners  suggested  the  Director  explore  the  commitment  of 
the  Redevelopment  Commission  regarding  the  Harmar  Street  Site  and  inform 
them  of  the  information  he  receives. 


Review  and  Discussion  of  Status  of  NDP  . The  Executive  Director  reported 

that  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  is  requiring  an 

Urban  Renewal  Plan  with  local  approvals  on  or  prior  to  April  1st.  He  further 

reported  that  he  has  been  working  with  both  PACs  to  get  input  and  their 

ideas  of  what  they  wish  to  have  in  the  areas.  The  PACs  are  to  have  their 

plans  presented  within  this  week.  The  remaining  two  weeks  will  be  used 

to  do  budgeting,  mapping,  etc.  and  to  get  the  required  local  approval.  He  stated 

that  there  would  be  a joint  meeting  of  the  City  Council,  Redevelopment  Commission, 

and  City  Plan  held  during  the  4th  week  of  March. 

The  Commissioners  are  to  be  kept  informed  of  the  progress  of  the  PACs  and 
the  completion  of  the  Plan. 

Review  and  Discussion  regarding  selection  of  2 Appraisers  for  Acquisition 
Work  in  the  NDP  Areas 


The  Commissioners  discussed  the  types  of  appraisers,  their  qualifications 
desired,  and  the  best  method  of  selecting  appraisers. 

They  stated  that  they  felt  the  Commission  should  set  standards  for  qualifications 
of  Appraisers  and  then  send  out  requests  for  bids  for  this  work. 

Review  and  Discussion  of  an  Affirmative  Action  Program 


Mr.  Tom  Brown,  Equal  Employment  Opportunity  Officer,  stated  that  the 
City  is  mandated  through  its  Memorandum  of  Understanding  and  the  Workable 
Program  to  have  an  Affirmative  Action  program. 

He  further  stated  that  under  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1972  that  State  and  local 
governments  will  come  under  scrutiny  from  the  Federal  Government  and 
that  the  Redevelopment  Commission  will  be  reviewed  by  HUD  regarding  their 
Affirmative  Action  Program. 

Mr.  Eckrich,  President,  stated  that  the  Commissioners  were  in  favor  of 
the  Affirmative  Action  Program  and  that  the  Executive  Director  would 
consult  with  Mr.  Brown  regarding  our  program. 

ADJOURNMENT 


There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission  at  this  time, 
a motion  was  made  by  Commissioner  Rood  and  seconded  by  Commission 
Stith  for  adjournment.  Motion  was  approved  and  the  meeting  adjourned  at 
9:20  P.M.

The  Fort  Wayne  Redevelopment  Commission  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana 
met  in  a special  meeting  at  the  conference  room  of  the  7th  floor.  Room  720, 
City-County  Building,  One  Main  Street,  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  at  4:30  P.M., 

March  19th,  19  73,  the  hour,  place  and  date  duly  established  for  the  holding  of 
such  meeting. 

The  President  called  the  meeting  to  order,  and  after  noting  the  members  present, 
declared  there  was  a quorum  present. 

The  President  noted  that  this  meeting  was  convened  pursuant  to  a duly  dated 
and  signed  Notice  of  Special  Meeting  which  was  mailed  each  member  in  due  time 
and  manner  as  required  by  law. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Approval  of  a Declaratory  Re  solution  No.  73-14  for  the  Neighborhood  Development 
Program,  Project  IND  A-14. 

The  Executive  Director  explained  that  according  to  state  statutes  for  renewal 
projects,  it  is  necessary  for  the  Redevelopment  Commission  to  act  on  a 
resolution  declaring  the  area  for  the  NDP  project  as  being  blighted  and 
deteriorating. 

Several  Commissioners  questioned  whether  the  description  of  the  areas  was  the 
same  as  the  areas  submitted  with  the  original  application  to  HUD,  which  was 
confirmed  by  the  director. 

Mr.  Jackson  Lehman  moved  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  as  presented.  Air. 

Dallas  Smith  seconded  the  motion.  Upon  roll  call,  the  motion  was  passed 
unanimously.  Mr.  Eckrich  thereupon  declared  the  motion  passed  and  the  resolution 
adopted  as  introduced. 


The  NDP  Plan  as  Approved  by  the  PAC's 


The  Executive  Director  explained  to  the  Commissioners  the  various  areas  the 
West  Central  PAC  had  selected  for  redevelopment  keeping  in  mind  the  amount 
of  funds  available  for  their  neighborhood.  He  further  explained  that  they  had 
selected  five  scattered  sites  within  the  area  and  that  three  of  the  five  were  to  be 
developed  as  green  areas  or  public  parks  or  playgrounds.  One  area  they 
suggested  be  developed  as  a senior  citizens  center.  The  fifth  area  they  would 
reuse  as  an  apartment  complex,  particularly  one  story  apartments. 

The  East  Central  PAC  had  selected  as  their  site  for  redevelopment  one  area. 

A portion  of  the  area  would  be  cleared  and  combined  with  the  green  area  in  the 
site  that  is  now  presently  owned  by  the  Fort  Wayne  Community  Schools,  would 
be  reused  as  a green  area  or  park.  Another  block  would  be  cleared  and 
redeveloped  as  residential  housing. 

Mr.  C ruso  noted  that  the  Plan  as  outlined  by  the  PACs  and  approved  by  them 
would  be  explained  at  a joint  meeting  on  Thursday,  March  22nd,  to  the 
Redevelopment  Commission,  Planning  Commission  and  City  Council  members. 

It  was  also  explained  that  a special  meeting  of  the  Redevelopment  Commission 
would  be  necessary  to  approve  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  the  beginning  of  next 
week. 

Discussion  of  the  Status  of  CCCIC 


Mr.  Caruso  explained  to  the  Commission  that  at  a meeting  with  officials  at  the 
HUD  office  in  Indianapolis,  he  was  informed  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  close 
out  the  Hanna-Creighton  Project  on  April  22nd.  Any  land  that  was  not  disposed 
of  at  that  time  would  have  to  be  placed  in  a 213  closing  to  be  sold  by  the 
Commission  after  the  closing. 

Mr.  Phil  Burt,  attorney  for  CCCIC,  felt  that  he  would  have  an  answer  by  April 
15th  to  the  Commission  with  respect  to  acquiring  or  not  acquiring  the  parcels 
involved.  Parcels  19-23.  He  stated  he  would  be  in  touch  with  the  Director 
in  the  interim  to  advise  what  their  status  is  and  how  much  money  he  owes  the 
Commission,  minus  their  deposit. 

The  Commissioners  stated  they  would  rather  see  CCCIC  take  title  to  the  property 
and  develop  the  shopping  center  than  see  the  land  go  into  the  213  closing. 

ADJOURNMENT 


There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission,  Mr.  Dallas 
Smith  moved  for  adjournment.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.  Stith,  and 
the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:25.

Mr.  Jackson  Lehman  moved  the  resolution  be  adopted,  and  Mrs.  Hana 
Stith  seconded  the  motion.  Upon  roll  call,  the  motion  carried 
unanimously . 

Resolution  No.  73-18 


Resolution  approving  an  Affirmative  Action  Plan  dated  February, 
1973  in  connection  with  all  activities  relating  to  City  of  Fort 
Wayne,  Department  of  Redevelopment 

Mr.  Caruso  reaffirmed  Mr.  Brown's  explanation  of  three  weeks  ago 
with  regard  to  the  Affirmative  Action  Plan. 

Mrs.  Stith  moved  the  resolution  be  adopted.  Mr.  Dallas  Smith 
seconded  the  motion,  and  on  roll  call,  the  motion  carried 
unanimously . 


APPROVAL  AUTHORIZING  THE  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR  TO  JOIN  NAHRO 


The  Executive  Director  explained  the  NAHRO  organization,  and  that 
it  deals  specifically  with  renewal  activities.  It  has  been  very 
helpful  in  the  past.  He  went  on  to  say  that  it  would  be  to  the 
benefit  of  the  Commission  to  be  a member. 


Mr.  Dallas  Smith  questioned  the  availability  of  funds.  The 
Director  responded  that  funds  are  available.  Mr.  Caruso  then 
stressed  that  it  is  a very  extensive  operation.  Mrs.  Hana  Stith 
mentioned  that  it  was  rather  expensive,  and  Mr.  Caruso  assured 
her  that  it  was  a very  worthwhile  expenditure. 

Motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Jackson  Lehman  for  approval  and  seconded 
by  Mrs.  Hana  Stith.  After  a unanimous  vote  by  the  Commission 
members,  the  motion  carried. 


DISCUSSION  AND  REVIEW  OF  THE  STATUS  OF  CCCIC 


Mr.  Galen  Babb,  representing  the  Central  City  Civic  Investment 
Corporation  (CCCIC) , reported  that  they  are  waiting  on  the  market 
study  and  preliminary  drawings  before  they  can  go  any  further. 

Mr.  J.  Philip  Burt,  Attorney  for  CCCIC,  questioned  whether  or  not 
the  land  would  revert  back  to  the  Commission  if  CCCIC  haven't 
shown  any  performance  within  a year.  Mr.  Caruso  explained  that 
you  would  have  a reverter  clause.  Mr.  Clifton  also  remarked  that 
if  a purchaser  does  not  commence  its  obligations,  the  Commission 
has  the  right  to  take  the  land  back.  Mr.  Burt  commented,  however, 
that  it  is  still  your  property  for  one  year  no  matter  what. 

The  property  must  be  bought  within  ten  days,  Mr.  Caruso  stressed, 
and  HUD  will  bear  part  of  the  financial  burden.  Otherwise,  the 
Commission  will  pay  the  difference  between  the  costs  of  acquiring 
and  improving  the  parcels.  He  suggested  that  the  Commission  make 
a decision. 

Several  Commissioners  suggested  a possible  HUD  extension.  Mr. 
Eckrich  suggested  to  Mr.  Caruso  that  he  see  if  he  could  get  a time 
extension  from  HUD  and  then  go  from  there. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  for  a five-minute  recess. 


DISCUSSION  AND  REVIEW  OF  DISPOSITION  PARCELS  IN  HANNA-CREIGHTON 
PROJECT 


Mr.  Norbert  Knapke , realtor,  outlined  to  date  the  status  of  the 
disposition  of  the  land  under  contract.  He  noted  that  he  had  no 
offers  to  date,  but  would  keep  trying  to  sell  the  land. 

Mrs.  Hana  Stith  remarked  that  she  thought  we  should  think  up 
something  to  do  with  the  land.  Mr.  Knapke  assured  the  Commission 
that  he  would  continue  to  try  to  sell  the  land. 


DISCUSSION  OF  STATUS  OF  NEIGHBORHOOD  DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAM 

Mr.  Caruso  stated  that  the  Plan  was  at  HUD  being  reviewed  and  HUD 
should  be  making  a decision  within  the  next  two  to  three  weeks. 

He  also  made  notice  of  a public  hearing  scheduled  for  April  25th 
with  regard  to  this  matter. 


DISCUSSION  OF  STATUS  OF  HARMAR  STREET  PROJECT 

Mr.  Caruso  mentioned  that  a public  hearing  on  April  11th  in  regard 
to  the  Harmar  Street  Project  was  scheduled  and  that  he  should 
start  acquiring  properties  in  May.  Mr.  Caruso  explained  that  the 


project  is  total  clearance.  He  also  said  that  he  had  met  with 
Dr.  Petro  and  other  people  involved  and  that  it  is  now  up  to  the 
Commission  to  decide  on  how  to  proceed  with  acquisition. 

Mr.  Eckrich  thought  that  the  best  thing  to  do  was  to  wait  and  see 
what  happens  at  the  public  hearing  on  April  11th  and  take  a look 
at  the  picture  then. 


DISCUSSION  AND  REVIEW  OF  SELECTION  OF  REAL  ESTATE  APPRAISERS  FOR 
NDP  PROGRAM 

Mr.  Caruso  explained  that  he  had  sent  out  lists  of  the  appraisers 
to  all  the  Commissioners. 

Mrs.  Hana  Stith  mentioned  that  she  thought  the  Commission  should 
look  at  the  minority  out-of-town  appraisers  first  before  making  a 
decision  and  that  Mr.  Thomas  Brown,  Equal  Opportunity  Officer 
could  possibly  help. 

Several  Commissioners  remarked  that  they  didn't  think  that  an 
out-of-town  appraiser  would  know  the  area  that  well;  consequently, 
it  would  take  them  longer  to  do  the  job  and  would  be  much  more 
expensive . 

Mrs.  Hana  Stith  questioned  as  to  whether  the  appraiser  would  work 
on  the  Harmar  Street  Project  or  NDP.  Mr.  Caruso  answered  that 
this  was  for  the  NDP  Project  and  that  the  approval  of  reuse 
appraisers  for  the  Harmar  Street  Project  will  be  brought  before 
the  Commission  at  a later  date. 

Mrs.  Stith  remarked  that  maybe  HUD  might  have  a list  of  minority 
appraisers . 

Mr.  Eckrich  suggested  that  Mr.  Caruso  check  with  HUD  and  with  Mr. 
Brown  to  see  if  there  are  any  minority  appraisers.  However,  it 
was  decided  to  leave  final  selection  up  to  the  Director. 


ADJOURNMENT 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission  at 
this  time,  a motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Henry  Rood  and  seconded  by 
Mr.  Dallas  Smith  for  adjournment.  Motion  was  approved  and  the 
meeting  was  adjourned  at  9:30  P.M.

MINUTES  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEARING  HELD  BY  THE  REDEVELOPMENT  COMMISSION 
OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE  ON  APRIL  11,  1973,  AT  7:30  P.M.  IN  THE 
COUNCIL  CHAMBERS  OF  THE  CITY-COUNTY  BUILDING,  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA, 
REGARDING  THE  HARMAR  STREET  PROJECT. 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Mr.  Donald  P.  Eckrich,  President 
of  the  Fort  Wayne  Redevelopment  Commission  at  7:33  P.M. 

Mr.  Eckrich  opened  the  meeting  by  explaining  that  the  general 
purpose  of  the  hearing  was  to  hear  and  consider  the  views  of  those 
attending  the  meeting  and  to  answer  any  questions  in  regard  to  the 
Harmar  Street  Project,  Renewal  Plan. 

Reverend  Mrs.  Naomi  Phillips  of  817  East  Washington  Boulevard 
questioned  when  the  Commission  would  start  to  proceed  with  the 
buying  of  the  property.  Mr.  Caruso,  the  Executive  Director  of 
the  Redevelopment  Commission,  answered  that  assuming  no  problems 
with  respect  to  the  hearing,  we  have  ten  days  after  the  public 
hearing  to  receive  any  remonstrances.  If  none  are  received,  we 
can  initiate  project  activity  in  early  May. 

Ms.  Eula  Jones  of  815  East  Washington  Boulevard  wondered  if  the 
buying  would  start  then  or  what?  Mr.  Caruso  answered  that  all  the 
people  would  be  notified  by  letter  and  then  appointments  would 
be  set  up  to  discuss  the  acquisition  price.  Notification  would 
be  sent  out  in  early  May. 

Mr.  Sanderson  spoke  for  Mrs.  John  Minervino  located  at  818  East 
Wayne  Street  and  requested  an  explanation  of  the  determination  of 
price.  Mr.  Caruso  explained  according  to  State  Statute,  the 
Redevelopment  Commission  has  to  secure  two  independent  appraisals 
of  the  property.  The  two  prices  are  then  averaged  out  and 
brought  before  the  Commission.  If  approved,  a letter  would  be 
sent  out  requesting  that  the  property  owner  negotiate  the  property. 
If  disapproved,  the  Redevelopment  Commission  would  seek  out  two 
other  appraisers  to  accomplish  the  job. 


Mr.  Sanderson  then  questioned  if  you  could  have  as  many  as  you 
wanted.  Mr.  Caruso  answered  that  you  could  not. 

Mr.  Eckrich  questioned  the  property  owners  recourse  if  he  does 
not  agree  with  you.  Mr.  Caruso  stated  that  the  situation  would 
then  be  decided  in  court. 

Mrs.  Sally  Modic  spoke  for  Mrs.  John  Minervino  located  at  818 
East  Wayne  Street  and  questioned  whether  one  or  two  houses  in 
the  area  project  could  be  saved  and  wondered  who  the  persons 
were  that  would  decide  such  a thing.  Mr.  Caruso  explained  that 
the  Plan  is  basically  approved  by  the  Planning  Commission, 
Redevelopment  Commission,  and  the  City  Council.  He  noted  that 
all  property  in  the  Harmar  Street  area  not  owned  by  the  Housing 
Authority  would  be  acquired. 

Mr.  Caruso  told  Mrs.  Modic  that  the  money  for  subsidized  housing 
has  been  frozen.  The  east  portion  of  the  site  will  be  developed 
for  housing  units.  The  west  portion  of  the  site  could  be 
constructed  by  the  Housing  Authority  after  the  freeze  has  lifted 
or  the  Commission  would  find  another  developer. 

Mrs . Modic  asked  if  there  was  any  way  that  you  could  change  the 
Plan  to  save  part  of  the  houses.  Mr.  Caruso  explained  that  the 
Plan  is  total  clearance. 

Mrs.  Modic  referred  to  the  discussion  at  the  East  Wayne  Center 
meeting  and  questioned  as  to  the  priority  after  the  houses  have 
been  cleared.  Mr.  Caruso  answered  that  at  the  Harmar  Street 
meeting.  Dr.  Petro,  from  the  Housing  Authority,  explained  that 
there  will  be  no  special  consideration  given  with  respect  to 
priority  list.  According  to  Dr.  Petro,  he  has  to  take  it  on  a 
"first  come  first  serve"  basis.  However,  he  has  advised  that  he 
will  assist  the  Redevelopment  Commission  to  whatever  extent 
possible  for  all  concerned. 

Councilman  John  Nuckols  referred  to  previous  discussions  with 
the  Executive  Director  regarding  the  possibility  of  leaving  the 
houses  stand  for  people  who  had  intended  upon  moving  into  the 
housing  for  the  elderly.  Mr.  Caruso  explained  that  the  Commission 
has  discussed  this  on  a number  of  occasions  and  there  would  be 
no  problem.  I can  do  whatever  the  Commission  wants  me  to. 

Mr.  Henry  Rood  questioned  if  one  house  could  be  torn  down  at  a 
time.  Mr.  Caruso  answered  that  they  could  and  that  they  could  be 
torn  down  in  groupings  also. 

Mrs.  Hana  Stith  stressed  that  she  has  been  one  for  total 
demolition.  Most  of  the  houses  have  long  lived  out  their 
usefulness.  She  also  stated  that  the  Commission  will  grant  the 
wishes  of  the  people,  however,  she  said  that  she  sees  no  reason 
to  just  tear  them  down  one  by  one. 

Mr.  Dallas  Smith  wondered  if  there  might  be  someone  that  doesn't 
agree  with  the  program.  There  was  no  response. 

Mr.  Eckrich  noted  that  action  would  be  required  on  Confirmatory 
Resolution  No.  73-20. 

Mr.  Henry  Rood  moved  that  the  Confirmatory  Resolution  be  adopted 
and  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Dallas  Smith.  Upon  roll  call,  the  motion 
carried .

Mr.  Dallas  Smith  questioned  as  to  the  certain  time  limit  on  filing 
a remonstrance.  Mr.  Caruso  stated  that  he  believed  it  was  10 
days.  Mr.  David  Keller,  Commission  Attorney,  stated  that  Mr. 
Caruso  was  correct.  The  State  Statute  provides  that  after  this 
hearing,  the  final  action  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  except 
by  a person  who  has  remonstrated  that  is  filed  in  court.  If 
the  homeowner  is  dissatisfied  with  the  two  appraisals,  Mr.  Keller 
said  that  he  could  then  take  it  to  court  or  it  could  be  worked 
out  informally  with  the  Commission. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission  at 
this  time,  a motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Henry  Rood  and  seconded  by 
Mr.  Dallas  Smith  for  adjournment.  Motion  was  approved  and  the 
meeting  was  adjourned  at  8:05  P.M.
